1 . SEVERAL WEEKS AGO JUSTICE MINISTER ALMEIDA SANTOS TOLD 
AMBASSADOR OF HIS DESIRE FOR EVEN CLOSER COOPERATION BETWEEN

GOMES DA SILVA, COORDINATOR (UNDER MINISTER SANTOS) OF GOP 
DRUG PROGRAMS. AND ANTONIO MARIO CLARO, DIRECTOR OF DRUG 
INVESTIGATION CENTER (CICD), SUBSEQUENTLY MADE FOLLOWING 
SPECIFIC REQUESTS FOR USG ASSISTANCE: 

A. PREVENTION/ TREATMENT: 

-DOCUMENTATION. GOMES DA SILVA'S OFFICE IS ESTABLISHING 
CENTERAL NARCOTICS LIBRARY. WHEN HE PARTICIPATED IN 1976 
DEA EXECUTIVE OBSERVATION PROGRAM, HE WAS IMPRESSED BY NIDA 
FACILITIES IN ROCKVILLE. HE WOULD LIKE A COPY OF ALL NIDA 
DOCUMENTS WHICH COULD HELP HIM ORGANIZE PORTUGUESE NAR- 
COTICS LIBRARY. 
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-INFORMATION TRAINING. GOMES DA SILVA WOULD LIKE 
ON-THE-JOB TRAINING AT NIDA AND AT NATIONAL TRAINING 
CENTER FOR DRUG ABUSE FOR PORTUGUESE TECHNICIAN IN INFORMA- 
TION AREA, E.G., PLANNING, EXECUTION, AND DIFFUSION OF 
INFORMATION; PUBLICITY, ETC. ALTHOUGH GOMES DA SILVA 
DID NOT COMMIT HIMSELF, WE PRESUME GOP WOULD COVER 
EXPENSES. 
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-CHEMICAL ANALYSIS TRAINING. GOMES DA SILVA WOULD 
LIKE APPROXIMATELY 2 MONTHS ON-THE-JOB TRAINING IN 
URINALYSIS. BLOOD TESTS. ETC. FOR A PORTUGUESE CHEMICAL 
ANALYST. GOP WOULD COVER EXPENSES. 

-TREATMENT TEAM TRAINING. GOP IS SENDING TEAMS, 

COMPOSED OF A PSYCHIATRIST, A PSYCHOLOGIST, AND A SOCIAL 
WORKER TO FRANCE, SWITZERLAND AND THE UK FOR ONE WEEK 
TRAINING IN LATEST TECHNIQUES. GOMES DA SILVA WOULD LIKE 
TO ARRANGE A SIMILAR, TWO- WEEK VISIT TO A U.S. TREATMENT 
CENTER. GOP WOULD PAY ALL EXPENSES. 

B. INTERDICTION/INVESTIGATION: 

-MARITIME INTERDICTION. GOMES DA SILVA WOULD LIKE 
TO KNOW IF U.S. COAST GUARD WOULD OFFER COURSES IN 
MARITIME INTERDICTION/INSPECTION, EITHER IN U.S. OR, 
PREFERABLY, IN PORTUGAL. HE IS PARTICULARLY INTERESTED 
IN PLANNING AND EXECUTION OF SUCH OPERATIONS. 

-DEA COURSES. DURING MAY 23-24 VISIT OF DEA AGENTS, 

CLARO EXPRESSED INTEREST IN SOME OF COURSES OUTLINED 
IN REFTEL, BUT REQUESTED MORE INFORMATION. WE PRESUME 
THAT INFORMATION WILL BE FORTHCOMING. 

-INFORMATION ON DRUGS. CLARO'S STAFF HAS ASKED FOR 
INFORMATION ON A SUBSTANCE WHICH IS ON ITS LIST OF PSYCHO- 
TROPIC DRUGS. IT IS "SPA", WITH CHEMICAL DESCRIPTION 
(-)- 1 -DIMETILAMINE- 1 ,2-DEFENIL-ETAMOL. CICD'S CHEMICAL 
ABSTRACT LISTS "SPA-. WITH CHEMICAL DESCRIPTION: BF.N7.RNE 
TAN AMINE, M, N DIMEFIL-Y-PHENIL-HYDROCHLORIDE. INFORMATION 
NEEDED TO ESTABLISH PENALTIES FOR USE. 

2. FOR DEA: BECAUSE OF HIG COST, CICD HAS DECIDDD TO 
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FOREGO INTERNATIONAL ASSOCIATION OFPOLICE CHIEFS COURSE. 

3. COMMENT: GOP ENTITIES ARE MOVING ALONG IN HIGH GEAR.
